RUPEE VALUATION. 


New Delhi, Apr. 8. 

The Fedcration of Indian Chan- 
bers of Commerce, which haa been 
strongly criticnl of the sales of 
ailvor by the Government of India, 
particularly in making its sales 
in London Instead of Bombay, and 
in failing to .protect Indian in- 
vestors in silver, to-day passed a 
resolution demanding the — cessn- 
thon of further Government ciforts 
to maintain the value of the rupee 
‘at cighteenpence. - 

Sir George Schuster, the Fin- 
ance Member of the Government 
of India, defending the Govern- 
ment's policy, expressed amuze- 
ment at the change in Indian 
commercial opinion, which now 
urged the Government to allow 
exchange to drift. ‘ 7 

Str George added ‘that financial 
chaos like that now evident in 
China, would ensue from ‘any at- 
tempt to juggle with exchange. 

He urged the meeting not to ask 
the Government to wreck the fu- 
ture of India by asking them to do 
something which they knew to be 
wrong. ; ; 

It fa contended by the Chambers 
of Commerce that the mainten- 
ance of the high valuation of the 
rupee has increased the economic 
depression in India. ‘ .

From. the 
remarks made by the membefs of 
the Mission on reaching: Home, it 
may be expected that the report will 
be of a | particularly outspoken 
character, containing, possibly, 
some blunt home truths on 
the situation. So far as the 
piecesoods outlook is von- 
cerned, we, notice that one of 
the members of the Mission assert- 
ed that price is the. chief difficulty 
that Lancashire is up against in 
the Eastern markets, Here we 
encounter one of the greatest 
difficulties of the situation. Sir 
Thomas Allen, one of the Mis- 
sioners, in the course of his speech 
dt the farewell banquet in Hong- 
Kong, dramatically referred to this 
when he declared that if a “price 
market” means that the standard 
of life which the Mission had seen 
in Chinn and Japan jis to be the 
necepted standard of life for 
Great Britain and for the world, 
then all Hell’s demona might well 
laugh at our economies and our 
civilisation, 

Eventually, of course, with the 
march of ‘progress, the workers of 
the Eaat will demand, and xet, a 
higher standard of wage, but 
foreizn nations interested in, the 
Oriental: markets have to face, the 
situation us it exists to-day,-a‘cir- 
cumstance which will illustrate the 
basic character of the problem. 
How’ Lancashire can hope to com- 
pete with China and Japan in the 
East, handicapped as sho must be 
by higher production costa, to say 
nothing of freight charges, it is 
dificult to see.
